Later iu the afternoon McCarthy of bun 
IrunciBCO, Wilkinson and others again 
attempted to force an adjournment, 
their evident intention being to prevent 
Ihe delegation from San Francisco from 
beinn heard. By an overwhelming vote 
tlio assembly refused to adjourn, it was 
not until after this that Speaker Lynch 
read two telegrams announcing that the 
San Franciscans were enrouto to the 
capital and had asked to be heard, ihe 
assembly then voted to give them an 
audience at 4 o'clock, at which hour 
tboy filed into the chamber. 


Speaker Lynch lirst introduced fc. J. 


Truman, prcsideiitof tlio federation, lie 
declared that the delegation with him 
wore 112 in number, and thatthey came 
to urge a purification of the iiovenuueut 
of San Francisco thrjugh the agency of 
an investigation committee, as proposed 
iu the Waymire bill. The people of San 
Franciico, he said, were helpless, ibe 
crand jury could do nothing, for as a 
body it was obsolete and of auciont ori- 
ijln and for the modern rascal not up to 
the times. He assorted that tlio rascals 
were not all In the Republican party, or 
the Democratic party, or the Populist 
Tiarty, and that they were really in the 
minority iu all the parties.but tliat they

S.ICUAMIMTO. February 13.—Tho entire 


afternoon session of the assembly waa 
devoted to consideration of the general 
appropriations hill. There were many 
long discussions on rival matters, but 
only a few chances were made in. the 
bill as it was adopted in the committee 
of the whole. 
The most important 


change made was tho cutting down of 
the proposed appropriation bill for the 
care of Yosemite valley from $20,000 to 
*10,000, and the cutting of tha appropri- 
ation for tho care of the Mariposa big 
trees from <5000 to J2500. The bill was 
still under consideration at 4 o'clock, a 
wrangle having arisen over the district 
agricultural fair appropriation, and at 
that hour the assembly took a recess to 
listen-to the arguments of a delegation 
irom the San Francisco civic federation.

About 11 a.m. yesterday mornint! a 


report reached this city that Mill ditch 
had broken its banks near tho Foray tb 
vineyard and that u Hooding of the town 
wa» inevitable. 


A KEI'UUUCAS reporter who rode out 


to size up the situation found that there 
tiad boeu a mistake aa to tho source ol 
the water which had invaded tho vine- 
;ard and that the south tank of Mill 
ditch was practically intact through its 
entire length. There had been u very 
hard struggle, however, to prevent the 
raging waters from carrying away the 
hanks in a score ot places, and on tho 
north side several bad breaks had oc- 
curred. At 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
the waters were falling rapidly and any 
immediate danger of a Hood was averted. 


The first indications ol the impending 


trouble were found immediately beyond 
theBsmeraldavineyardnearlyduo north 
of the city, at a distance of about two 
miles, llere Mill ditch io crossed by a 
small wooden bridge. The waters were 
foaming along dash with the timbers ol 
the bridge and the roadway on the other 
side was covered with water running 
westward like a mill-race. On crossing 
tbo bridge the horse plunged into the 
water well above the knees, th« force of 
tho torrent having rapidly scooped out 
great holes in the road, which could not 
be seen «ince two feet of 
seething 


water covered them. With some dllli- 
culty the dry land was reached, and 
then another torrent was seen to the 


The ranch of George Helm was almost 


an island. Herndon ditch had broken its 
banks at. 10 o'clock the same morning, 
and the Waters were pouring through a 
gap fifty feet wide extending to the very 
bed of the ditch. The vineyard below 
was Hooded three feet deep, and hun- 
dreds ot vines were waahed out by the 
stream that Burped acroas tlio Henn 
ranch toward Mill ditch.

Tticy Will Ho Lnrc*' KnoiiRl* t'or tin- Han-

canals of small dimensions and of rail- 
roads has boon tlio saind in all countries. 
Tho fight rayod bitterly for u number of 
years, tho canals acting on tho defen- 
sive, although they had as allies tho 
states iindor wlioso patronage they wero 
built anil operated. Tho result has bt-on 
tho samn in nil cases—tlio unconditional 
Burromlor of tho canals to tho railroads.' 
This, however, is not so much tho fault 
of tho system aa of their management. 
Tho railroadd havo groat advantages

Thoy nro bettor ablo to 


abridge distances botli by n-nsnu of i npo- 
rior spt-oii nnd of facilities for overcom- 
ing elevations', spnniiin(j streams, fruo 
from danger of tlestructivo floods--, and 


but- their groat BUCCI-SS in mainly <"ao to 
tho fact that tlic-y havo kept paco with 
tho progress of tho world. 


Waterways built from tho beginning 


of tho eighteenth century to the first 
quarter of tho nineteenth century wero 
regarded nmplo to meet tho require monts 
of trade at tho time they wore construct- 
ed, and thoro was in many instances a 
progressive improvement in thoir ('.iuion- 
BIOIW ami nppnrtonniices. lint while tho 
industrial, agricultural anil comi.icrcitil 
dovolopmcnts of tho world htr.o ad- 
vanced to proportions not dream, A ot ft 
century ago canals havo remained sta- 
tionary. 
Thcynro now obsolete r.:id can 


uo longer fulfill tho roquironu'iits of 
cheap transportation 
in 
competition 


with railroads. Thecnmils of thofuturu 


nat havo the dimonsioua and the facili- 
$ for rapid transport to adapt them to 


the now conditions of commerce. They 


inst not bo bnrgo or boat canals, but 


nuiplo waterways for tho free passage of 
such ships as are now engaged in carry- 
ing tho world's trade. Of such canals 
wo havo now fioino important types iu 
successful operation, aud others iu proc- 
ess of cons:ruction or in completion,— 
Chantauquau.

If tlm visitor to tho zoological gardens 


will mako his way to tho vultures' 
aviary, ho will find a condor of tho An- 
des. 


When he sees tho great somber plum- 


ngrd bird silting on the trcu stump in thi! 
middle of n not too roomy cage, his first 
feolinit will probably bo one of disap- 
pointment. Sumo of this disappointment 
must bo put down to tho highly exag- 
gerated accounts of early writers. The 
measurement of IS foot has boon given 
as tho wing spread of a bird actually 
killed and taped. Darwin shot one in 
18114 with owing spread of 8 feet (J 
inches, and it measured 4 feet from 
beak to tail. Tho measurements of onu 
that foil to Humboldt's gnu tally pretty 
closely with those of tho bird that Dar- 
win killed. 


Part of tlio disappointment is no uonbt 


duo to tho surroundings. Ouo has form- 
ed vivid niuntal pictures of tho bird 
sailing nfe a great height without an of- 
fort, soaring in graceful circles, or glid- 
ing clown liko lightning upon its prey. 


One sees it sitting with its head drawn 


down butwccn its wings, and its plum- 
age draggled, without sufficient space 
over which to run to gather momentum 
for a rise, or hoight enough to lly if it 
could leave tho ground. Sometimes, 
from tho top of its perch, it attempts to 
uso its wings, bat its efforts result in 
failure. 


It Was long supposed that condors 


hunted by scent, but experiments havo 
proved that tho sense of smell in these 
birds is hy no means keen. They proba- 
bly discover their food hy sight, and tho 
dusci-nt of ono bird serves as n signal to 
others at a distance. 


A young condor ia a much prettier ob- 


ject tlimi mi old onu. It is clothed en- 
tirely in white down, mid when it Kot- 
tles itself to sleep, with Us fcot hiddun 
and its head tucked away, it lool;a liko 
« fluffy white ball.
